In this discourse Dr. Talmage shows
the Messianic sacrifices for the ‘sav-
ing of all nations and speaks of
Gethsemane as it appearcd to him;
text, I. Corinthians 6:20: “Ye are
bought with a price.”

"Your friend takes you through his
valuable house. You examine the
arches, the freacoes, the grass plots,
the fish ponds, the - comservatories,
the parks of deer, and you say with-
in yourself or you say aloud: “What
did all this cost?” You see a costly
diamond flashing in an earring, or
You hear a costly dress rustling

& high mettled span of horses har-
nessed with silver and geld, and you
begin to make an estimate of the
value.

The man who owns a large estate
cannot instantly tell you all it s
worth. He says: *“I will estimate
80 much for the house so much for
the furniture, g0 tauch for laying out
the grounds, so much for the stock,
80 much for the barn, so much for
the equipage, adding up in all mak-
ing this aggregate.”

“Well, my friends, I hear so much
about our mansion in Heaven, about
its furniture and the grand surround-
ings, that I want to know how much
it i all worth and what has actually
"been paid for it. I cannot complete
in & month nor a year the magnifi-
cent calculation, but before 1 get
through to-day I hope to give vou
»the figures. “Ye are bonght with a
price.”

The first installment paid for the
clearance of our souls vas the igno-
minious ®irth of Christ in Bethle-
hem. Though we may never be care-
fully looked after afterward, our ad-
vent into the world is carefully guard-
ed. ‘We came into the world amlid
kindly attentlons. Privacy amd si-
lence are afforded when God launches
an immortal soul into the world.
Even the roughest of men know
enough to etand back. But I have to
tell you that in the villaze on the
side of the hill there was a very bed-
lam of uproar when Jesus was born.

THE PASSING OF A NATION.

After & Hurdred Years of Continual
~Warfare Achin Submits

South ‘Africa, China and the Philip-
pines are not the only conntries where
war is in progress. lo different parts f
the world campaigns of long standing
are beiog curcied oa daily. Some of
them have never been Eeard of 1o this
cvuniry; others have been forgotten,

Uader the later hoad comes Aohin,
where for years the Datch have been
siriving to subjugste the natives, a
raoce 80 imporianc that at ope time its
rulers received embassies from the
greatest. potentates in  Kurope, that of
Ecgland 1ocluded.

Achin is probably the most war rid
den Stale in the world. For a bhundr
years it has known bat little peace,
first wiih one laad, then. with anuther,
but principally with the Dutch. The
erd of this proiracted war i3, however,
belicved to be within sign at last,
Duricg the last three yesrs the Datoch
have won repeated viotories. Batoeilik,
tho strongest fortified garrison of the
Achinese, is hard pressed, and its
ll'nll 18 cxpected to result in the sur-
render of the natives.
| A race that can resist for s number
of years a well organized - invasion of
European trocp: is -worthy of some
"attention. The country i5 situsted 1n
the north of Sumatra. It is the only
State in the island that siill remaips
independent of the Dutch, but, as al-
ready forshadowed. iis independ-
cnce appears £ * be now docomed.
